OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 18.—There is no 
Httle doubt that the Dominion Government 
will call the general election at an early day 
and an appeal may at once be made to the 
country upon the question ef unrestricted 
trade relations with the United States. The 
fact thatthe reciprocity movement has been 
killed at Washingten for the present will 
probably prove a strong card in the hands of 
the Dominion Government, who: can now 


justify their opposition to it in Parliament on 


the ground that the United States would not 
give in. The necessity of an Immediate appeal 
to the electors is made apparent from the fact 
that next year Congress might eccept Sher- 
man’s reciprocity resolutiens, and Sir John 
MacDonald could not then tell the electors 
that the United States were opposed to it. 

The Huron Sentinel, an iafiuential organ of 
Western Ontario, published in Goderich, in 
condemning the Gevernment’s policy of re- 
striction and hostility toward the United 
States says: In Goderich to-day there is 
not asolitary business which has not been 
materially injured by the policy of restric- 
tion, and we can name several which were 
choked te death by it. 80 patent ts the fact 
to every resident of our town ot ordinary in- 
telligence that if a vote were taken to-merrow 
to perpetuate the present condition of affairs 
or to place annexation to the United States in 
its stead the alternative wenld receive a large 
majority, if not an entirety of the voters. 
There was a time when to speak of annexa- 
tion in this section would be looked upon as a 
crime deserving of the extreme penalty of 
the law; to-day, thanks to the policy ef re- 
striction, it is a eommeén topic, and the 
discussion generally is favorable to the an- 
nexation feeling.

Heirlooms of the O’ Censells. 


GrTawa, Ontario, Sept. 14.—A short time 
ago Mrs. Julia Louisa O’Connell Brown died 
in Toronto, aged 9 years. She was the second 
cousin of one of the few remaining relatives of 
the great Irish statesman, Daniel O'Connell. 
Her maiden name was Cornwall, and it was 
her great grandmother who was an aunt of 
Daniel. After livingthe greater part ot her 
life in Brooklyn, N. ¥., for the past twenty 
years Mrs. Brown had had a home with Mr. 
G. Ward of Toronto. Mr. Ward had in his 
possession some heirlooms of the O'Connell 
that were bequeathed to him by Mrs. Brown. 
Among them are old silver thimdles, «a coin 
of George III., a shoe-buckle of sapphires, 
and an antique reticule of tortoise shell that 
shows a slight resembiance to a modern shop- 
ping-bag. There is a curious work-box that 
has been handed down from John O’Connell's 
mother, and an old-fashioned purse. The 
two relics, however, that Mr. Ward most 
higbly prize are a crucifix and a pouch con- 
taining a enuff-box. The crucifix is a tiny 
little wory one and was worn by Ireland’s 
champion around his neck as a harm. The 
pouch is of white silk, with the monogram 
„D. O’C.’’ neatiy embroidered in silver lace. 
On a small flap is encased a round ivory snuff- 
box of no small value. Its lid is inlaid with 
gold, with a ciroular cameo in the center, 
while its interior is of brown tortoise shell.

Ezeta President of Salvador. 


Sax SALVADOR, Sept. 18.—The congress of 
delegates from the several Provinces held a 
lengthy executive session yesterday.. The 
result was that Gov. Carlos Ezeta was de- 
elared President ot the Republic ot San Sal- 
vador. Ezeta has had the reins of government 
in his hands since June 22, when President 
Menendez was overthrewn and died. The 
Assembly yesterday carefally scrutinized the 
work of the Provisional Government under 
Ezeta and indersed it. On the first baliet 
Ezeta was elected by a vote of % 
out of 87. The people went wild 
‘Im the gallaries and the ery went out mm the 
street. The election was wired all over the 
country,aud great rejoicings were held every- 
where. Gen. Ezeta was called in and the oath 
of office was administered immediately. He de- 
livered a ringing patriotic speech in which he 
reviewed the tumult of the past year and the 
possibilities of the future. Railroads would 
connect the remotest parts of San Salvador 
and treaties weuld be made with the neigh- 
boring and foreign countries that would tend 
te add to the wealth and power of San Salva 
dor. 

The San Salvador army of 127,000 men under 
Gen. Cerna, came into the Capital yesterday 
from’ the frontier. Preparations are being 
made to celebrate the sixty-ninth anniversary 
of the day of independence, which fails on 
Sept. 16. A military ball will be given. 


Birchall’s Trial. 


WoOoDSsTOOK, Ontario,,Sept. 18.— The trial of 
John Reginald Birchall forthe murder of F. 
O. Benweli, which is down fer the fall assizes 
here, will in all prebability commence on 
Monday, the 22d inst. The crown does not 
intend to bring up the indictment found 
against Mrs. Birchall for being an acces- 
sory’’ after the fact. Birchall shows ne signs 
of nervousness as his trial) approaches and is 
as cool when discussing the case as he was at 
the time of his arrest. He spends his time 
reading and painting. He is so cenfidenat of 
acquittal that he says as soon as the trial is 
ever he will sail for England with his wife to 
take up a permanent residence there. The 
erown has secured another witness who saw 
Bircnall returning alone from the swamp, 
where Benwell was killed on the afternoon of 
Feb. 17.

New GLascow, Nova Scotia, Sept. 13.—An 
English syndicate bas offered $400,000 cash and 
00, O00 stock for the Nova Scotia Steel- works, 
and if the purchase is made will, it is under- 
stood, amalgamate the steel-works with the 
New Glasgow Coal & Iron Co. and operate it 
under one management. It will be the most 
extensive industry in Canad&. The company 
paid 10 per ceng to ite shareholders last year, 
and the syndicate is equal to 60 per cent pre- 
mium on the stock. 


Will Resist a Reduction in Wages. 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—The doller-makers and 
iron ship-buliders have combined to resist a 
proposed reduction of 15 per cent in their 
Wages. Theirunions are very strong organ- 
izations, with immense reserve funds, and if 
the masters insist on the reduction in wages a 
stubbora and costly fight is certain to follow. 
The men have a good chance to win in such a 
struggle. The number of men in their trade 
outside the uniens is small and business is 
brisk at this season.

Experience of the Whaling Bark Petrel ina 
Five Years’ Voyage. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Sept. 13.—The whal- 


ing bark Petrel, Capt. Edwin J. Reed of this 
city, arrived here yesterday after a voyage of 
five years, mostly in the Atlantic Ocean. 
Capt. Reed says that while off Patagonia, sev- 
eral months ago, a gale came up from off 
shore, during which large quantities of fine 


white powder came on the ship, choking 


those who inhaled it. Next day one of the 
crew was taken sitk, and his feet began to 
swell, Theswelling continued until his whole 
body was affected. One after another of the 
crew was taken, until thirty-four had the dis- 
ease. This left only three men to work the 
ship. Zach person afflicted swelled to almost 
twice his usual size and the flesh 
assumed a yéllowish color. Although 
the ase was attended with 
little pain, a burning sensasion in the stomach 
was felt. The bark was headed for 
Dominica, West Indies. The vessel was 
not allowed to touch at any point. The dis- 
ease bad never been heard of by any one on 
the vessel, and no one knew what to do for it, 
Oapt. Reed ordered the flesh rubbed with 
coarse brushes, and a simple diet and light 
doses of epsom aalts, with carbonate of soda. 
Some of the. men began to mares. but nine 
continually grew worse and died, mortifica- 
tion sett! „ Physicians at this port pro- 
nounced t idemic to be beri beri, a dis-

AMINATION OF THEM. 


A Grand Sctieine for Resurrecting Hydraulic 
Mining im Oelifornia Dependent Upon 
the Restiit of the Inspection—The Diff. 
culties Met With, and Hew It Is Hoped 
to Avoid Them. 


HERE is a scheme now 
on foot, which wili be 
tested during next 
spring, which, if suc- 
cessful, will at least 
double the gold out- 
put ‘of Oalifornia,’’ 
said R. U. Parrott of | 
San Francisco, one of 
the State Mine In- 
spectors. It has been thoroughly proved that 
the hills below the mountains andnear the 
streams, where in the old days placer wash- 
ings were profitable, are very rich in gold, 
and the dirt needs only to be washed to yield 
avery handsome return. When the placers 
were exhausted the miners attacked the hills, 
but could not work them profitably, owing to 
the absence of water. 
HYDRAULIC MINING. 
„The invention of the process of hydraulic 
mining gave a tremendous Impetus to this in- 
dustry, and tor years the gold output of the 
State was nearly as great asin the bonanza 
days, although af course it was kept in fewer 
hands. About four years ago steps were 
taken by the farmers owning land adjacent to 
the Sacramento and Ban Joachin Rivers that 
effectually put a stop to hydraulic 
mining. In the process of washing away 
the hills by small but exceedingly 
powerful streams of water, an immense 
amount of silt was produced. This went 
down the smalier into the larger streams, and 
the result was that they were clogged, navi- 
gation was interfered with, the river bottom 
as far down as Sacramento bein raised over 
four feet, and when a rise in the rivers took 
piace, no infrequent occurrence in Oaliforia 
the most fertile farms adjacent were rende 
absolutely worthiess by the deposit of a thin 
but very tough stratum of clay. The matter 
was carried into the courts and decisions 
given that practically put a atop to five-sixths 
of the hydraulic claims in the State.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 13.-A Philadel- 
phia paper publishes interviews with 139 
members of the House on the subject ot re- 
c’ rocity. The result shows that a reciprocity 
amendment to the tariff bill would pass the 
House to-day by an overwhelming majority. 
In reviewing the forecast the Press says: The 
amendment eiready passed by the Benate has 
many supporters in the House 
and only a very small minority 
openly oppose it. A few are undecided. 
The Democrats, who almost unanimously 
praised Blaine’s reciprocity pian when they 
believed it would create a wide breach in the 
Republican party, mostiy still favor it. 

Speaker Reed and Chairman McKinley and 
Mr. Bayne of the Ways and Meand Committee, 
who will represent the House in 
comference committee, naturally do not 
wish to go on record in the press 
beforehand. It is an open secret in Washing - 
ton, however, that all of them are opposed to 
the reciprocity amendments. They rejected 
it ive months ago when Secretary Blaine firat 
urged its incorporation in the tariff bill, and 
they still speak lightiy ot it. But out of 101 
other Republicans interviewed, only three 
avowed themselves antagonistic to reciprec- 
ity; ot thirty-eight Democrats, twenty-eight 
favor, whole only seven oppose it, five of whom 
voiced their copvictions in oppesition to any 
movement in that direction short of universal 
reciprocity or abselute free trade. These 
Republicans with the Democrats are open to 
eonviction, their doubts belag largely the re- 
sult of lack of opportunity to acquire infor- 
mation or founded upon the unpleasant ex- 
periences in the past with one-sided Canadian 


reciprocal alliance. The following summary 
of the result ef interviews presents the situa- 
tion in tabulated form:

A Lively Meeting Anticipated.

Northwest. This morning Mrs. Frazer found 
the case and posted upto the Mayor's office 
to demand immediate relief. She met Sergt. 
McGrew, who has growm gray bandiing such 
cases. 

She made ber report and told the story. 

„Tes, madame, I have the case from the 
police and it will beduly referred to the 
Mayer. 

But I want to see the Mayor myself. 

„That will not help matters any. He is not 
in now, but if he was you could do nothing.’’ 

But this le avery deserving case,’’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Frazer. 


*“*I know it, madam,’’ replied the Sergeant. 
„But i¢ must be dene, insisted Mrs. 


Frazer. 

**That is adifferent case, madam. All that 
is possible will be done. 

There ought to be something done to help 
these people—seme law passed. 

Tes, madam, I have been hearing that for 
„ twenty-five years. 

We could give ber the money ourselves,

Mre. Frazer began to grow angry atthe 
placidity of the Sergeant, and advanced a 
string of arguments concerning the case. 
The Sergeant told her that he had heard those 
same arguments for seventeen years and 
knew them all by heart. 

Finalty the Sergeant told Mrs, Frazer that 
he bad decided what he intended to do with 
the case last night and would act accordingly. 
Mrs. Frazer went out mad with the parting 
remark, ‘‘See that you do. 

McGrew heaved asizh of relief, and turning 
back to his desk remarked: ‘‘Another 
new broom trying to reguiate things. She 
means Well, but in seventeen years I have 
geen them come and go. It will be the same 
years from now, and there will be poor people 
in trouble and no money to help them, Once 
establish, the reputation for a oity’s bein 

a home for the poor, and you will never ge

The New Pumping Engines. 


The naturally complicated subject of pump- 
ing engines for the new Water-works is de- 
coming more and more complex, and Com- 
missioners McMath, Holman and Burnett can- 


not agree as to the best methed of 
getting out, of the difficulty, 
There is an appropriation of $800,000 for 
pumping engines for the new Water-works 
and the Board of Public Improvements called 
for bide for the work, specifying that the 
bidders should submit plans for the engines 
and pumps with their bids. This was done 
by the only three firmswhich bid. The differ- 
ence in the price between the 
highest and lowest bids was about $50,000 
but it was not decided to award to the lowest 
bidder until the plans had been examined aud 
compared. Commissioner Holman hes been 
at work for two months Inapecting the plans, 
and has done a great deal of work on them, 
together with the other two members of 
the committee. A 4 twe ago 
the decided on one the puns 
and were preparing to report their selection 
to the board wher they were confronted with 
the faet that ane? eould only award to the 
lowest bidder. This knocked their plans end 
ways, and Mr. Heiman is regretting having 
wasted so mach time and labor for nothing. 
The committe wants no other engine than 
the one it has chosen,. and an see no way 
around the charter whieh is plain on the sub - 
ject of the lowest bidder. 

In the meantime the deposits of the bidders, 
amounting to abeut $20,000, are held im the 
treasury and the committee does not went to 
reject all the bids and call for a roelett ing be- 
cause the bidders have gone to great expense 
in ery: up the plans. What they will do 
with the case they are still unable te decide.

Sinee Good Frida 
she has not tagen a drop of water, althou 
she complains of an intense thirst. The only 
way in Which her thirst can be allayed is 
by laying one of her bands in a basin 
of water, where it is kept for 
about half an hour, so that the peres 
may absorb moisture. It is evident that the 
woman is suffering from a cancer of the phar- 
ynx, which has grown. steadily until the 
throat is almost completely closed. It Bas 
also extended downward to the lungs. Mrs. 
Wuchter’s sight has almost failed, part of 
her body is paralyzed and she has not been 
able to speak a word fer weeks. She is en- 
tirely pulseless, though the heart is nearly 
normal. The only responses she can make to 
the sympathetic inquiries of friends are 
groans. The physicians who have seen the 
woman cannot account for her wonderful 
tenacity of life except that she is possessed 
ofa remarkable constitution.

The pros- 
perity of the resort is séw affected . by a row 
which has sprumg up between the two pro- 
prietors, arising out of certain disputes over 
the profits of the game. Canfield appears to 
conduct the business ou his own acceunt, and 
has finally succeeded in ousting Duff and his 
wife, whe lived on the top floor of the 
bullding. Duff is now quartered at the, Hotel 
Bartholdi, to which he removed his effects 
yesterday. He is said to have furnished over 
$100,000 of the capital put into the business. 
Canfield, who algo put in considerable money, 
has been the general manager of the‘ ‘game.’ 
Thousands of dollars have changed hands 
nightly at the roulette and faro tables with 
which the place was furnished. The row be- 
tween the partners sprang up two months 
since, when Canfield pro ed * pee Duff 
shouid draw outand allow him run the 
game bimself. Duff objected to this roposi- 
tion, and us he lived in the building 
he had things for a while  pret- 
ty much his own way. Thomas 
Sprague and David Bucklin, who had been 
employed as dealers by C eld,. were in- 
structed to watch the place and see that Duff 
did not removeanyof the gambliag para- 
pherrmalia from the building. A lively scene 
took place on the steps of the club-house one 
one day last week, when the watchers ap- 
proached Mrs. Duff and tried to prevent her 
from entering the house. She was finally 
allowed to enter, however, when Duff put in 
an appearance and threatened have the 
men arrested.

Stringency of Meney in New York—A Con- 
ference With Windom. 


By Private Wire to Gaylord, Blessing & Ce. 


NEw Ton, 9 a. m.—The statement of nine- 
teen of our prominent banks, principally 
engaged in business with the interior, this 
week, was sent Intothe Clearing-house last 
evening and they show a loss of about 


$3,000,000, ineluding $1,000,000 in gold. The 
gold went mainly to Oalifernia and Boston 
and the currency to the West and New 
Orleans. This looks like another bad bank 
statement to-day, but the gist of the financial 
news this morning is very favorabie. The 
impression in stock circles yesterday 
evening, béfore it was known what the Gov- 
ernment was going to do, was quite bullish 
and assured, mainly because it was beligyed 
that favorable action was imperative. 

10 a. m.—Notwitbstanding further action on 
part of the Secretary of the Treasury to get 
out some of the great holdings of cash, there 
has been renewed stringency inthe money 
market this week and rates have reached very 
high figures, the situation in ite essential 
features having been not unlike that which 
prevailed a few weeks ago. The demand 
for money frem the producing sections 
of the West and South to move the orops ,has 
continued active and large. Shipments of 
funds from this center have been and are be- 
ing made to satisfy that demand; at the same 
time money is not coming out of the vaults of 
the Goverumeat in the volume. expected. 
Bank returns of last Saturday shewed a 
further increase ia the deficiency below the 25 
reserve, making said deficiency $1,401,125, 
while several ef the large iastitations held a 
surplus above the 25 per cent limit, indicating 
that most of the ether banks were ef a neces- 
sity obliged to husband their resources.
